EvANsvrLiiE, Ind., Sept. 25.—There is 


DO disgnising the fact that there is wide- 
spread dissatisfaction among the repab- 
lioan laboring men of this city over the 
nomination of Captain Gna Lemcke for 
state treasarer, on the repablican ticket. 
When the resolation endorsing him was 
passed at the county convention there 
were suppressed mutterings of displeas- 
nre among the workingmen that bode no 
good to the captain on election day. The 
reporter was unable to learn the cause of 
this dissatisfaction at that time, his time 
and attention being wholly occupied 
with the duty before him of reporting 
the business of the convention in all its 
details for the readers of the Sunday 
Courier. 


Yestierday, however, a flood of light 
was let in upon the troubled waters by 
two prominent laboring men, one of 
whom, being a republican, requested 
that his name be withheld from the pub- 
lic to avoid the annoyance, to which he 
said he would be subjected by Lemcke's 
^ends. 


"It will not do them any good," said 
he, "to try and turn me into the harness 
and I don't want to be teased to death." 


As he confirmed in every particular 
the story told by Mr. Fred Blend, and 
added some interesting statements not 
given by the latter, the interview with 
Mr. Blend will be given first. 


What is the cause of the opposition to 
Capt. Lemcke among republican labor- 
ing men? was the question first asked. 


"It grows out of certain occurrences 
on the first of May," replied Mr. Blend, 
"when the laboring men gave their 
grand parade and picnic. 
You know 
that was a general holiday, celebrated 
by organized labor all over the United 
States and Canada. 
Aside from the 
purpose of enjoyment and recreation, 
the object was to demonstrate the nu- 
mercial strength of the labor organiza- 
^ons." 


"With 
the view to impress politi- 
cians?" 


"With the view to impress every- 
body," replied Mr. Blend. 
"To make 
the impression one that would command 
respect and last long enough to convince 
all interested that united labor was a 
power strong enough to peaceably com- 
pel some degree of justice in the consid- 
ieration of its demands, it was important 
that every laboring man who was able 
to show himself in public should be in 
line. 
There was a general order, here- 
tofore, that there should be no workers 
on that day. 
All shops should be shut 
down and all fires be banked." 


Was that the case here in Evans- 
ville? 


"That question brings me at once to 
the answer to your first question. Every 
factory, work shop, mill or other place 
in the city where skilled labor is employ- 
ed, was closed down on that day, with 
the single exception of the woolen mills 
owned by Captain Lemcke and his 
brother. 
I was helping to organize the 
men stationed around Union block, and 
¿get them into line for the parade, when 
:a nomber of them came to me and called 
rattention to tho smoke rolling from the 
lataok of the woolen mills. 
From Union 
Iblock you can see a large proportion of 
the manufacturing part of the city, and 
on looking around I found that the men 
were right. There was no smoke to be 
aeen in 
any other 
direction. 
The 
Lemcke woolen mills was the only fac- 
tory in the city that was at work. Some 
of the men said that the girls employed 
there had told them that Capt. Lemcke 
had informed them that he would shut 
down the mill Monday if any of them 
stopped work on May day, and to avoid 
that, they remained at their looms while 
•every other laborer in the city was en- 
joying the holiday. 
The men were very 
indignant and threatened to go and force 
Uhe mill to shut down, bat I persuaded 
them of the folly of such an act on a day 
Bet apart for peace and pleasure." 


Was there not some trouble about the 
police force accompanying the prooee- 
Bion?

a squad of police to precede the proclam- 
ation. 
Mr. Law promptly and cordially 
accepted the invitation and granted the 
request for a police squad. 
It seems he 
did so, however, without, consulting the 
other members of the board, a thing 
that he had done in suuilar oases before 
without any comment or criticism by the 
other members. 
But for some reason 
he was taken to task for granting the re- 
quest for a squad of police. 
I would not 
attempt to give you the particulars as 
to who was responsible for the hitch that 
occurred. 
But the hitch did occur and 
as you know, was sharply criticised in 
the editorial columns of the Courier as 
a gross discourtesy to the laboring men 
of this city. 
And so it was. A discourt- 
esy that ought not to be forgotten, and 
by hundreds will not be forgiven. 
It 
was decided that we were to have a po- 
lice escort until the morning of the par- 
ade. 


Mr. Blend then gave the reporter the 
name of the laboring man mentioned in 
the first part of this article, saying that 
he could give further particulars upon 
this point, which, when hunted down, 
he did, as follows: 


"My information is 
that 
Captain 
Lemcke severely rebuked Mr. Law for 
granting the request of the laboring 
men, declaring that the police ought not 
to be permitted to lead the procession. 
Mr. Law indignantly declared that the 
answer he had given the committee 
should stand as the order of the board, 
unless formally overruled by an adverse 
vote. 
He told Captain Lemcke that the 
record should be made in black and 
white if the order was rescinded. 
This 
was on the morning of the parade, and 
as Captain Lemcke found that he would 
be in the minority, he yielded in very 
bad temper. 
So angry was he, that 
when one of the committee of arrange- 
ments approached him ann pointed out 
the carriage he wan to occupy, he cried 
out: 'I am not going to join your pro- 
cession. sir,' and turning on his heel, 
walked away." 


These facts, stated just as they come 
to the reporter, constitute the grounds 
upon which scores of republican labor- 
ing men of this city declare that they 
will not vote for Captain Lemcke.

Harrison—Why Was 
the 
Senator Silent in 
1873? 


PLYMOUTH, Ind., Sept. 2 1 , 1886. 


Hon. Benjamin Harrison, Indianapolis, 
Ind; 


SIR—I have read the published report 
of your opening speech delivered at In- 
dianapolis on the 11th inst., and observe 
that you as well as your party, make the 
question of the so-called "democratic 
gerrymander" of 1885 the overshadow- 
ing issue of the present campaign, and 
that in discussing the question you take 
occasion to quote a portion of my re- 
marks made in opposition to the meas- 
ure when it was pending in the last leg- 
islature. 
It was entirely proper for you 
to use my language if you saw fit to do 
so; and I trust that it will be considered 
equally proper for me to comment upon 
the action of yourself and party in ref- 
erence to political gerrymanders in this 
state. 


You, sir, are occupying the exalted 
position of United States senator, and 
are enjoying, whether deservedly or not, 
a nationl reputation as a statesman, while 
I am treading the path of an obscure 
country attorney and provincial legisla- 
tor. 
Were it not that my name has 
chanced to be associated as one of the 
actors connected with the enactment of 
the legislative and congressional appor- 
tionment bills, of which you complain, 
and were it not that you yourself have 
greatly added to whatever of prominence 
I may have acquired in connection there- 
with, I should not venture to emerge 
from my comparative obscurity to com- 
mand your attention for a single mo- 
ment. 
But the considerations above 
named, coupled with the additional fact 
that you are the prospective candidate 
of your party for re-election to the Unit- 
ed States senate, ought to be sufficient to 
warrant me in addressing you at this 
time and in this manner, without incur- 
ring the danger of bbing considered pre- 
sumptions or discourteous. 
For you, 
sir, as an individual, I entertain the 
highest respect. 
If I am correctly in- 
formed, your political consistency upon 
the subject of gerrymanders is more 
questionable. 


At the present moment you and your 
political associates profess to be greatly 
outraged in feeling at the democratic 
gerrymander of 1885. Did your moral 
nature suffer the same severe shock in 
1873 when your party enacted a similar 
measure? 


You, sir, were an influential and prom- 
inent member of the republican party in 
1873. Your home was almost under the 
shadow of the state capitol where the 
legislature of Indiana convened. Yon cer- 
tainly cannot plead ignorance of the 
penden^ of the propoaed genTmander,

unavailing appeals of the democrats in 
that legislature for justice and mercy, it 
was becanse you deliberately turned 
away your head and closed your ears to 
these horrid sights and sounds. 
What 
an opportunity was there for yon to de- 
monstrate your abhorrence for political 
unfairness, and your undying devotion 
to political magnanimity? 
If you can 
produce one word of pnblic protest 
against the action of yonr party made at 
that time, you should have credit for it, 
and your modesty shoul.l not prevent 
you from making it known. 
The party 
that acknowledges you its political lead- 
er in Indiana first inaugorated gerry- 
mandering in this state. 
It repeated its 
action in 1873, and the apportionment 
bills of 1885 were partly the result of a 
belief that lex talionis was thej only 
method of political warfare that would 
bring the republican party to its senses 
and put an end to this republican prac- 
tice. 


Sir, I agree with you now that gerry- 
mandering is wrong in principle. 
Can 
you go farther and prove that you, like 
myself, refused to sanction it as a mat- 
ter of practice? In 1876 you were the 
candidate of your party in the state for 
governor. 
The gerrymander of 1873 
was one of the issues of that campaign. 
Did you, in any public speech of that 
year, tell the people that your party had 
done wrong in districting the state in 
1873? Did yoii ever state at any time, 
when it could have strengthened the op- 
position, that your party deserved to be 
defeated for that act? If you did not 
why do you call upon the voters of In- 
diana to-day to defeat the democratic 
party for an act of like character? 


Is it because you see clearer in 1886 
than you saw in 1873 and 1876? If so, 
what has produced this change? Is it 
possible that there is a trace of selfish- 
ness in it, and that the receding outlines 
of a seat in the United States senate has 
strengthened your moral vision? 


I am glad to say that I stand to-day 
where I did in 1876 and in 1878, when I 
denounced the republican gerrymander 
of 1873, 
and 
that I 
stand where 
I did in 1885 when as a member of legis- 
lature, I opposed the apportionment bills 
of that year. 
But if I had been a re 
publican in 18873 and remained silent 
when my party was gerrymandering the 
state against the democrats, I would re- 
main silent now. 


If I had sanctioned the monstrous in- 
justice of 1873 without a protest or mur- 
mur, I would gulp down the less bitter 
dose of 1886 without making a single 
wry face. 
Your views of the issues in- 
volved in the election of the members of 
the next general assembly, however, 
skillfully they may be presented, are en- 
tirely too narrow. 
There are many 
other questions to be considered in the 
Choi ce of a law-making body for the 
great state of Indiana, with its two mil 
lions of people and billion of dollars of 
taxable property, than the one question 
of the election of a United States sena- 
tor. 
There are many things to be taken 
into consideration in the judging of the 
value 
of the acts of the last leg- 
islature to the people, besides its action 
on the appropriation bills. 
All the wise 
and wholesome laws it enacted are passed 
over by you in silence, and nothing but 
ihe gerrymander commands your notice. 


If the last legislature had done noth- 
ing but enact the apportionment bills, 
and yon can show that this sort of politi- 
cal unfairness has always met rebuke at 
your hands, whether in or out of your 
party, I should have nothing to say. 


If I have done you injustice in assum- 
ing that you have not always been as 
vehement in denouncing gerrymanders 
as you now are, you have only to point 
out wherein I am mistaken, and I will 
cheerfully make the acknowledgment. 


If you should find any public utter- 
ance by you against the action of your 
party in 1873, I shall be glad to see it, 
and if it is a fit companion piece to my 
remarks, as quoted by you, I suggest 
that we have them written side by side 
on vellum and preserved for the nucleus 
of a mutual admiration society to be 
composed of all the enemies of political 
gerrymandering, not forgetting to place 
the noble and manly utterances of Hon. 
Daniel C. Branham made against the re- 
publican gerrymander of 1873 at the 
head. 


It now remains for you to show where- 
in you publicly upheld Mr. Branham's 
position in that contest, and failing so to 
do, it seems to me that it is incumbent 
upon yon to let the subject of gerry- 
manders severely alone.

DETROIT, Sept, 2 5 . — A heavy rain vis- 
ited the northern part of the lower pen- 
insula last night and this morning about 
3 o'clock the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
bridge across Parish Creek, was washed 
away and near Beed City ninety feet of 
the track was washed out. In the neigh- 
borhood of Big Bapids there was a ter- 
rific electric storm, and several big wash 
outs and trains will be delayed several 
davs. 
The wagon roads in many places 
are impassable. 


A FATAL WRECK. 


SPRINGFIELD, Sept. 2 5 . — A bad acci- 
dent occurred at an early hour this morn 
ing on the Indiana, Bloomington and 
Western road, one mile beyond Laura, 
Miami county, Ohio. A passenger train 
going east collided with a freight, wreck- 
ing the engines and completely smash- 
ing the baggage car. 


Fireman Dillon was instantly killed. 
The engineer jumped and saved his life. 
A number of passengers were seriously 
injured, but it is not thought any are 
fatally hurt. 
The wrecking trains have 
gone to the scene of the accident. A 
number of Knights Templar, returning 
from the conclave at St. Louis, were on 
the train. 
A number of freight cars 
were badly wrecked. 


WABASH TRACKS WASHED OUT.

000. The interior shipments are more 
than covered by the receipt of $2,000,- 
000 from the sub-treasury and an impor- 
tation of $600,000 in gold, making the 
net gain in the holdings of $450,000.

Rosh Hashanah, or the Jewish New 
Year, will be celebrated on the first day 
of the seventh month called Tishri, 
which will be according to the Christian 
date, next Thursday, the 30th inst. 
It 
may appear strange that the new year 
commences with the seventh month, but 
it must be remembered that the Jewish 
year is divided into two parts, a summer 
half-year commencing with Nissan Pes- 
ach, or Passover, and a winter half-year, 
commencing with Tishri, or Rosh Has- 
hanah. 
The 
beginning 
of 
the 
year 
might 
then as well be count- 
ed 
from 
Nissan 
as 
from Tishri 
According 
to 
the 
express 
in- 
junction of scripture (Exodus xii, 2,) the 
national year commenced with Nissan 
when Israel's national life began with 
the deliverance from Egypt. But in re- 
ligious respects and in regard to the 
counting of years, the month of Tishri 
is considered as the begiuDing of the 
year, in accordance with the course of 
nature, which, in fall, after the complet- 
ed harvest, concludes the circuit of the 
annual activity for man as well as for 
the earth. While, therefore, in counting 
the months, Nissan is always mentioned 
as the first. New Year is celebrated in 
Tishri, which, counted from Nissan, is 
the seventh month. 
In the Mosaic law 
this festival is not termed Rosh Hashan- 
ah, bvt Yom Teruah, day of sounding 
the cornet. The passages referring to 
the festival read: 
"In the seventh 
month, on the first day of the month, 
shall ye have a rest, a day of memorial 
of sounding the cornet, a holy convoca- 
iion." (Leveticus xxiii, 24.) 
Also it is 
the 
Sabbathicyl 
month, 
com 
prising 
a 
large 
proportion 
of 
holy 
days. 
The 
first 
day 
of 
the month was therefore to be distin- 
guished by the sounds of the cornet in 
addition to those of the silver trumpets, 
which were blown in the temple at all 
festivals, 
including the new moons, 
hence its name, day of cornet or day of 
alarm-sounding. 
Gradually the day of 
cornet was invested with the character 
of the beginning of the new year. 
By 
this new character the original signifi- 
cance of the day was greatly increased. 
The principal idea connected with the 
new year is that God, the almighty crea- 
tor of the world, is at the same time the 
ruler and judge. 
At the present time 
Rosh Hashanah, or the new year, is ob- 
served more generally than any of the 
other festivals. On this day the temples 
and synagogues are filled with devout 
worshipers; the prayers are recited with 
fervency, and the words of admonition 
from the lips of the spiritual guides find 
open ears and willing minds. 


The time-honored 
Shofar (cornet) 
sounds at the morning service of the 
new year re-echo in the heart of the de- 
vout Israelite, awakening his conscience 
and reminding him to commence with 
the new yeai a new, better conduct of 
life. The customary congratulation with 
which friends and relatives are greeted 
on this festival is "L'shono tovo tik- 
kosev," signifying "Mayest thou be in- 
scribed to a happy new year." 


Services will be held in this city, ac- 
cording to the dates given, at Acduth 
Vesholem Temple, Rabbi Israel Aaron 
oflSciating.

The early knowledge of tlie stuffs de- 
signed to be worn in the autumn and 
•winter not nier<3lv sei-ves tc satisfy idle 
curiosity, 
as from the prevailing char- 
acter of the materials adopted maj' be 
foretold with certainty the prevailing 
cut of the corsages and skirts. 
If thick, 
plain stuffs harsh to the touch are pre- 
ferred to all others, then draj^eries 
must be renounced, skirts will 
be 
al- 
most 
straight, and corsages plain and 
simple.- If, on the other hand, soft, 
clinging 
fabrics predominate, 
drajjcd 
sldrts and shirred corsages or full plas- 
trons will prevail. 


But if stuffs witli w^->veu or brocaded 
bands or borders are in the majority, 
we may infer with equal certainty that 
all kinds of overskirts will be worn. 
Such is actually the case. 
A multitude 
of pattern stuffs are in tlie market, some 
with brocaded designs framed on both 
sides with narroAver lines of ¡)lain plush; 
others with stripes composed of beads 
woven into the fabric, edged with nar- 
row chenille galloon 
also woven 
in. 
There are vigognes with beads of a con- 
trasting 
color, and other fabrics with 
wide bands comj)osed 
of 
fine 
stripes 
shaded 
from dark to light. 
Other 
bands reiDresent tapestry stitches, and 
still others are 
of plush 
with 
plaid 
checks or boucle meshes, or in Persian 
designs framed in chenille lines. Among 
this multitude of faln-ics are some witli 
a,pretty olive ground, satine Avith i)lusli 
stripes in copper or old red ; handsome 
skirts are made of these, to be drajted 
with rich woolens, or with soft, clinging 
silk, or perhaps with 
olive 
crepe 
de 
Chine. 
Not less beautiful is tlie same 
fabric in deep blue striped Avith light 
old blue plush, 
or a golden ground 
with seal or wood-broAvn plush stripes. 


An examination of the samples of the 
new stuffs leads to the conclusion tliat 
plain materials will be used again for 
parts of dresses, and that dresses made 
throughout of a single 
plain 
material 
are becoming 
more and more rare ; it 
proves also that skirt>] Avill be trimmed, 
where they are not covered by the over- 
skirt, with bands of 
different 
widths 
cuts from the woven ])iece, and that 
these bands will be arranged horizon- 
tally and diagonally as well as peri)en- 
dicularly, and in Greek borders, 
key 
patterns, etc. 
Even the everyday morn- 
ing dress, which is Avorn on foot in all 
weatihers, is no longer made of a plain 
niaierial. 


The important toilet at tlie 
present 
moment is that for autumn excursions, 
which, is in all points the same as 
the 
morning dress that Avill be worn in the 
city as soon as cool 
Aveather sets 
in. 
This is made 
of 
some 
light 
cloth, 
vigogne or bouret, io dark gray mixed, 
navy blue, or prune. 
The skirt reaches 
to the ankle, ami is bordered 
Avith a 
hem in pique or feather-stitching of silk 
of the same or a contrasting color. 
All 
kins of furbelows—knots of 
ribbon, 
passementerie 
ornaments, 
and

broidery—are contrary to good taste in 
toilets of this description. 
The skirt is 
pleated all around, the pleats not meet- 
ing, however, which Avould make it too 
heavy for the season. 
If it is desired to 
modify this extreme sim])licity a little

stitching on the hem framed in roAvs of 
woolen braid also feather-stitched. Over 
this skirt is worn a polonaise of the 
same fabric similarly 
trimmed, 
very 
lightly draped at the back by a single 
pleat.

tols. 
They did not carry pocket pis- 
tols. 
The House had its code of 
rule.s 
and the 
members 
hael their code of 
honor, Avhich Avas more 
eftective and 
more respected. 
A great many mem- 
bers ahvays carried their case of pistols 
in their trunk. 
They formed part of 
the 
outfit of 
a man 
in public life. 
There is commonly an 
erroneous im- 
I)ression as to Avhat these justols Avere. 
Some })eople have an idea that a duel- 
ing ])istol Avas a little 
Aveapon that 
Avould not kill ten 
feet; others tln'nk 
they Avere the little stubby 
Derringers 
like mortars, that make an aAvful noise 
and kick away uj) in the air Avhen you 
shoot them. 
Now, in reality, they Avere 
tliat long"—he marked off a section of 
his arm nearly U}) to the 
elboAv—"and 
carried a ball like that of a Coifs navy. 
They had heaA-y Avooden handles,

to the rough or criminal classes. 
I h e 
better class of men, and even 
a large 
number of ladies, carry them. Yes, sir, 
'guns' are carried more noAv than they 
ever Avere before. 
The quietest 
and 
most respectable people in the city— 
the business man and the solid citizen 
—are the most apt to have Aveapons in 
their pockets. 
And here's a paradox. 
The more pistols carried the less .shoot- 
ing occurs. 
You Avon't find one man 
out of a hundred that carry pii:'iols Avho 
has OA-er used it. 
Gentlemen 
carry 
them for defense against footpads and 
ruffians, and roughs knoAving they are 
armed let them alone. 
There has been 
much said about Washington ladies go- 
ing about alone 
after dark.

OHIO STATE NEWS.. 


—It is reported from Howard Township, 
Enox County, that a party of men while 
working in a gravel bank in that Aficiniiy, a 
few days ago, exhumed the skeleton of a wo- 
man, and that an examination showed that 
the skull had been crushed. 
There •was 
nothing about the remains to identify them, 
and the case, while shrounded in mystery, 
is creating considerable excitement. 
Old 
residents state that about fifteen years ago 
a A\oman passed through the village of 
Howard and inquired the way to Walhond- 
ing, in Coshocton County, but was never 
heard of after having failed to reach her 
destination. 
Several years later there was 
found in a hollow tree, in the same vicin- 
ity, a huge maul that had blood stains and 
matted hair clinging to its surface. 
These 
circumstances seem to indicate that a foul 
mnrder was committed, the particulars of 
which Avill probably be forever shrouded in 
mystery. 


—The aged wife of an old Irish citizen of 
]Middletowu died rather suddenly and un- 
exjiected recently, of Avhat Avas supposed to 
have been a fatal case of erysipelas, super- 
induced by running of a nail some days 
ago in one of her hantls. 
Since her death

old lady, causinf^ her death. 


—The Comiiiissioners apiiointed by the 
Ohio Legislature to oi>tain grounds 
and 
sites on the battle-lield of Gettysburg for 
the location and erection thereon of suitable 
memorials and monuiiieuts commemorative 
of the deeds of tho soldiers from Ohio who 
fought on that luittle-tield, invite proposals 
to be presented for the erection of nineteen 
separate monuments, at such places on the 
batile-iield as may be desi^'uated by the 
Commission. 


—A young man living one mile and a half 
north of Oregonia accidentalh' shot him- 
self 
recently, 
AVhile trying to load a 
breech-loading musket, the cartridge being 
too large for the bore, he took the rauirod 
and tried to pound it in. 
He struck the 
cap, Avhen it Avent otl", and a piece of the 
shell struck him iu the face, badly tearing 
his mouth and cheek, glanced upward, and 
lodged behind the ball of his left eye. 


—The Pdverside Glass Works at Wells- 
burg, seven miles west of Steubenville, was 
totally destroyed l-y lire, involving a loss of 
$(;(i,OnO. The works Avere located in a large 
frame structure, and iu two hoars after the 
fire was discovered the entire concern was 
reduced to ashes. 
Three hundred men are 
thrown out of employment. 
The Avorks 
were insured for 83-2,U(>U iu different com- 
panies. 


—While workmen were engaged in mak- 
ing excavations on West street, in Xenia, 
they discovered a bed of peat, such as is 
used iu Ireland and Scotland for fuel. 
The vein crojis out on the south side of a 
small stream nearby, and is about eighteen 
inches thick. 
It is a brown color, and of 
a fibrous texture. 
It burns like dry Avood 
and makes a tierce lire. 


—At a meeting of citizens of Franklin a 
coniniittee was appointed to Avait upon the 
residents of Franklin and vicinity in the 
endeavor to raise Si(i,tlOO for the Cincin- 
nati, Jackson and Mackinaw 
Eailroad.

—There was considerable excitement at 
Chillicothe recently by the appearance of 
a mad dog. 
The animal came into town 
on the Columbus pike and bit two or thretjN», 
persons on the way in. 
It Avas chased 
doAvn an alley and Avas knocked down, but 
recoA-ered from the stun and escaped. 


—Fifteen 
saloon-keepers 
of

have been arrested for keeping their places 
open iu defiance of an ordinance ordering 
them closed. 
They threaten to hold the

ness. 


—Eecently four prisoners escaped from 
the AAork-house at Dayton. 
They had cun-

of the Avindows, and, suddenly breaking 
through, made good their escape. 


—The Secretary of the Ohio State Board 
of Health is sending out circulars to physi- 
cians, re<iuestiug them to co-operate with 
the board in all matters pertaining to the 
collection of statistics. 


—The I'nion Church in Guilford, near 
Akron, occupied by the Lutheran and Ger- 
man Eeform denominations, 
Avas com- 
pletely destroyed by incendiary fire re- 
cently.

The wasjis are furnished with broad, 
powerful mandibles 
or pincers,

with these tht^y tear off small particles 
of woody fiber from the 
gate-posts, 
palings, or the bark 
of trees. 
This 
they mix into a soft pulp 
with their 
saliva, and with 
this piilp 
tbey 
con- 
struct their nest. 
The 
inside 
of the 
nost is divided 
into little combs 
or 
cells, and the substance that separates 
these cells is generally thicker 
and 
lirmer than that on the outside of the 
nest. 
As the nest is enlarged, new jia- 
per is made for the purpose, the whole 
nest being enclosed in the last made en- 
voi ojoe, while the inner one is removed 
to make i)lace 
for more cells. 
The 
nests of wasps in tropical countries are 
sometimes very large, 
often six feet 
long, and they are inhabited by very 
large families of wasps." 


"How much 
paper those big 
nests 
must take," said Carrie. 


"Yes, paper-making is the principal 
industry of these 
little 
insects," an- 
swered her aunt. 
"Each 
one of them 
has his own share of Avork to 
do, and 
so, little by 
littlt;, 
the great nest is 
built."

Never chastise a child in anger. 
So- 
j crates, the great pagan philosopher, re- 
frained from punishing a slave until his 
passions had cooled. 
An angry father 
sets a perilous example to his offspring. 
He 
exhibits his weakness when 
he 
should be firm and contained. 
The 
child drinks in the lesson, 
and 
his 
moral nature is lacerated and warped. 


HOAV many children are spoiled by 
discouragement! 
Parents grumble and 
chide 
the live-long day, 
and 
never 
praise. 
It is wrong. 
Nothing will so 
efi'ectually crush a child's ambition to 
be good aud noble. 
The sweet api^ro- 
bation of a good mother is enough to 
make a young man face fire and death 
in Ú Avorthy cause. 


In this short extract lies a whole 
volume of Avise counsel, which if fol- 
loAved Avould make the Avorld ten-fold 
better and more comfortable than it is. 
But to folloAv it is not an easy matter. 
In the first place, parents ha\-e them- 
selves often lacked in childhood the 
sort of training Avhich Avould teach them 
self-control. 
Children are very annoy- 
ing at times, and Avhen the "Old Adata" 
crops out in their dispositions it is a 
well-balanced mind that can hold its 
OAvn and act wisely and coolly. 
Be- 
sides, 
the 
temperament 
óf 
children 
differs so Avidely that it is often an en- 
igma to knoAv hoAv best to deal Avith 
each one, no matter hoAv self-contained 
the parent 
may 
be. 
Where a good 
boimd Hogging may ansAver for one 
child, and subdue it into implicit obedi- 
ence, it Avould practically ruin the dis- 
position of another in the same family 
Avho requires SOUK^ milder form of treat- 
ment. 


In training children it is so easy to 
pass over an act of disobedience and so 
hard to insist on submission. But every 
instance of neglect to require obedience 
to an express command, especially in 
the case of a child of strong Avill, fos- 
ters a habit of disobeying which is al- 
most certain to gain in force until it is 
beyond restraint. This is Avhy children 
are c o n s t a n t l y m e t OA-er Avhom jiarents 
seem to liave lost all moral control. 
If 
they obey at all it is only on physical 
compulsion. 
Such children are a per- 
petual A\"orry to their parents and a 
source of annoyance to eA'cry one else, 
and, youiig as they are, tliey are on the 
high road to ruin. 
NOAV, I don't belicA'e 
in Avhipping children. 
Excf])t in ex- 
tremely isolated cases, there are other 
forms of punishment that Avill enfore 
the moral quite as AVOII, or better, than 
to descend to the brutality of beating. 
I knoAv one man who declares honestly 
that looking back upon his cliildhood he 
cannot remember a single day that he 
escaped 
a flogging, 
the injustice of 
which causes his blood toboil eA'en now, 
AA'hen he has reached mature manhood. 
His motlier Avas a good. God-fearing 
Avoman, AA-ho literally interin-eted the 
Scrii)tural injunction: 
"Spare the rod 
and sjioil the child;" but Avith all of her 
Avatchfulness and ardor her songrcAvup 


Avith a temi^er as uncontrollable as that 
of a -l-year-old child and Avith the mem- 
ory of his childhood days embittered by 
the Avrongs he had sutlered. 
Can any 
one doubt that this boy might, by some 
gentler means, haA'e been shoAvn Avhen 
lie Avas in errorand taught the habit of 
self-control, Avhich Avouhl have 
served 
him AVCLL through life. 


Neither is it needful to pei'iietually 
scold children in order to bend them to 
the will; and the habit of 
continually 
saying "don't" is almost as reprehen- 
sible. 
lieprimands and monitions after 
a Avhile fall njion heedless ears and are 
a Avaste of breath. 
Children should be 
liedged about AA'ith as few rules, and bur- 
dened Avith as few commands, as pos- 
sible, and only with those that are ne- 
cessary; but a command deliberately 
made should be adhered to except Avhen 
found to be Avrong—in which case the 
child should be made to understand 
Avhy it is not enforced. 
Chiklren are 
neither such unreasonable nor unreas- 
oning creatures as many people supinóse. 
They have their fair share of common 
sense, and if this be appealed to in the 
right Avay there are nine chances out of 
ten that they may be goA-erned by it 
and al)ide by the advice rather than by 
the 
commands of 
their jiarents 
or 
guardians. 
It may be argued that if 
controlled in this Avay a child misses the 
discipline that he needs Avhen he leaves 
the parental roof and comes to jostle 
Avith the world. 
I have very heretic 
ideas on this subject, and it is my opin- 
ion, backed up by 
observation 
and 
experience, that a child Avho has been 
sl'scAV'n the difference betAveen right and 
Avrong doing, and has been taught to 
reason it out for himself, is in a much 
better state 
of discipline than if in 
possession of that Avhicli is born 
to 
compulsion 
only. 
Chameleon-like, 
little ones are very apt to take on the 
colors about them; and if surrounded 
by the proper sort of influences they 
Avill groAv up Anth gentle manners, self- 
controlled tempers and habits of obedi- 
ence. 
More than that, they Avill look 
back upon their childish years as hav- 
ing been one long sunny day. 
To send 
a child forth into the world with such 
bright recollections is to send him forth 
Avith an anchor which shall be to him a 
security and a help in Aveathering the 
fiercest 
storms that may befall him in 
later life. 
Obedience, 
which is, of 
course, necessary to the well being of 
any child, is much better when begot- 
ten of inclination than of compulsion, 
and may as easily be enforced by gentle 
means as 
by the martinet 
method, 
which robs the homes of half its re- 
straiuing power. 
The influence of a 
happy home, where lo\'e and gentleness 
were the twin rulers, Avill live long 
after the home itself has crumbled into 
dust, and will bear its weight with fu- 
ture generations. 
Is not such a result 
worth striving for at any cost of earnest 
thought and endeavor?

increase of suicides over the corres- 
ponding period in the last and other 
preceding years. 
The whole number 
given is 528, which is 130 more than 
tho number 
reported in the same 
months m 1885, and 150 more than the 
average 
for four years past. 
The 
youngest suicide was 11 years of age 
and the oldest 90. 
The greatest num^ 
ber, 19, occurred at the age of 50, which 
is very unusual, 35 being the age at 
which most suicides occur. 
Insanity, 
as usual, has ^he greatest number of 
victims, 
being 
credited 
with 
160. 
Family trouble follows with 69, love 
trouble with 50, dissipation with 38, 
and business trouble with 32. "Chagrin 
at parental discipline" is still promi- 
nent among the minor causes, being 
credited with 8. 
Classified according 
to civil 
status, husbands take the 
lead 
with 
163 cases. 
After them 
come 
80 
bachelors, 
49 wives, 
44 
maids, 
17 
widowers, 
7 
widows, 
8 
divorced 
men, 
and 
3 
divorc- 
ed women. 
These figures tend to 
show that while women endure bettor 
than men the burdens of married Ufe, 
they bear also with more philosophy 
the rupture of the marriage tie either 
by death or divorce. 
It may be added 
that the ratios here given do not vary 
greatly from those in former reports. 
Shooting, as in former reports, stands 
at the lead among the means employed 
in self-alaughter, the number of sui- 
cides that occurred in that manner be- 
ing 191. 
Next highest on the list is 
jjoisoning, to which ninety-six cases 
are accredited; eighty-one chose the 
rope; sixty-eight the water, and fifty- 
two the knife, while ten jumped from 
ailroad trains, and five from heights. 
Of nationalities Americans took the 
lead, furnishing 160 of the cases to 
eighty-one Germans, twenty French, 
fourteen English, and eleven Irish. 
The highest figure for any other na- 
tionality was seven, on which the Af- 
rican and the Pole Avere tied. 
In oc- 
cupations the agricultural was 
the 
heaviest sufferer, the list showing fifty- 
three farmers, while the next highest 
number, sixteen, is credited to the mer- 
chants.

THE UANGE A YEAR AGO. 


The leading mining towns are Hurley, Bes- 
semer and Ironwood. 
They have sprung up 
in the miilst of trackless forests, have all the 
airs of big cities—iinc hotels, electric lights, 
theatres, saloons innumerable, and all the 
ather good and bad things of a miniatui-e 
metropolis. 
The ii-on ore on this ranye seems 
bo be sim¡)ly inexhaustible. 
It runs in two 
ireat parallel veins, each .several hundre«! 
feet in widih, apparently as deej) as the hills 
themselves. 
The deepest prosj)C( ting shafts 
have failed to find bottom. 
The ore is of the 
finest Bessemer hemitite and contains an 
average of 
per cent, of purt; iron. 
In 
man}' respects it is the mo.st remarkable 
iiiineral discoveiy in the world. 
In the first 
place the ore is the finest grade Bessemer, it 
is the ri<'hest ever discovered and can be 
mined eheajier and quicker than anywhere 
?lse. The Colb}' mine turns out daily more 
;)re than any other mine in the world. 
In no 
place else is the oi'e found practically on the 
surface in a soft state. 
Tiie Colby and one 
or two of the other big mines resemble great 
sand pits. 


A KUUFACE MINK. 


The surface earth is seraix'd oiT, cars are 
backed up to the pit and the ore .shoveled in 
just a.s if it was .sand or gravel. 
An ordin- 
ary pick loosens the rich ore and that is all 
the mining tiiat is necessary. 
The ore looks 
like coarsely gjained re(l clay. It is worth 
a ton ami l uu be mined in the .surface shafts 
for less than ten cents a ton. 
The output of 
the Colby is 
tons a day, a few othei-s arc 
surface mines. 
The re.st arc shaft mines, and 
the oi-e is taken out of the ground at dejiths 
varying from fifty to :i(K) feet. 
It costs about 
II a ton to mine the deep ore. 


A DEEP MINE. 


Two months ago only about a dozen mines 
in the whole region were shipping ore; now 
some twenty-five or more are doing so, and 
the number is constantly Increasing. 
The 
grand total this seatson will be something like 
750,000 tons from a camp which shipped its 
first ton last August. 
The ore is shipped by 
rail to Ashland and there loaded on steamers 
for Cleveland and Ashtabula, O., and Pitts- 
burg and Chicago, 
At Ashland the Lake 
Shore railway has erected the largest ore dock 
in the world. It is a half niile long and ten big 
ships can load at it simultaneously. An «ver- 
ftge of .5,000 tons of ore reach this dock daily. 
Two other docks even larger than the pre;-.ent 
oneareund^r way, to be completed before 
navigation opens next spring. 
Vast fortunes 
have been made by individuals or companies 
purcha-sing small tracts of Jand, developing a 
sight of ore and then utockuig ft company for 
$1,000,000 or more. 


There are now about fifty mines with a 
commercial standing, and these havo placed 
$60,000,000 worth of sharee ou the market.

CJiirflen tl Hubbard, who died in Chicago 
an the Mth ir.st., at the age of 84. was the 
oklest Chicago settler. 
From Vermont he 
went at-the age of 
l(j a n d 
engaged 
with the American 
Fur 
company, of 
which John Jacob 
Astc- 
was 
presir, 
uent, for the term 
of five years as a 
clerk. Their head- 
quarters were a t 
Mackinaw, 
f r o m 
which h e 
m a d e 
several trips down 
to what is now Chi- 
cago. 
It was then 
GITUDEX s. HUBBARD. Fort Dearbom and 
contained two white families. 
Of 
early 
Chicago Mr. Hubbard would affectionately 
speak. 
Some time before his death he said 
of that .section: 


"Up to IS:i7 there were no signs of civiliza- 
tion on the west shore of Lake Michigan. 
One sch(Joner made a yearly trip to carry 
supplies to Fort Dearbom. 
The first .steamer 
came to Chicago in is;32, bringing Gen. Scott 
and troops for the Black Hawk war. 
Up to 
that time the country north and west of Chi- 
cago was almost a wilderness. 
I went from 
Chicago to Detroit on horseback without 
meeting a white person until reaching Yp.si- 
lanti, where there were a few log cabins. 
In 
the summer of 18i>3 I erected on the corner of 
South and La Salle streets, Chicago, the larg- 
est brick building then in the state. 
It was 
60x150 feet and two stories high, and the 
shrewd ones of that day thought I was crazy 
and called the building 'Hubbard's folly.' 
I was the first packer of l>eef and pork, 
opened tlie lirst store, was the fii-st insurance 
agent and issued the first policy in Chicago." 


In lfS.'J.'j a village was organized on the 
marsh where Chicago now stands. 
In 1S47 
the lirst railroad wiis begun near Chicago, 
and so timid were its projectors that they had 
a clause in.serted in their charter to the effect 
that in case oi" a failure of the railroad they 
could use the land for a 
turnpike. 
Mr, 
Hubbard lived to see the site of the little Fort 
Dearborn covered by one of 
the busiest 
citics on the globe. 
He was identified with 
its growth and profited thereby. 


United States Minister to Mexico. 


THOMAS C. MANNING. 


Thomas Courtland Manning, the now Min- 
ister to Mexico, is about fifty-five years of 
I age. 
He wii.s born in Nt)rth Cai'olina. 
In 
j IS.'i;") he moved to the town of Alexandria, 
! La., as a lawyer. 
He was a member of the 
state constitutional convention in ISfil, which 
voted the Pelican state out of th<' union. 
This meant war, and he immediately enlisted, 
and I'ose t(j be adjutant general of the state 
in IbKi;;. In 
Governor Allen appointed 
him associate justice of the supreme court. 
After thti war he resumed his law jiractice. 
In I STT he was appointed chief justice of the 
stiite of Louisiana. 


In October last Judge Planning brought to 
President Clevekuid the ofHcial notificalioji 
of the hitter's election as a trustee of the I'ea- 
bo<ly fund, to till the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of Gen. Grant. 
Ai'ter Judge Man-

Female College Graduates. 


One wonld hardly suppose, 
says 
Good Housekeeping, 
that young wo- 
men would be fitted to become good 
housekeepers by taking a course in one 
of the colleges for thehr exclusive ad- 
mission. 
Be the acquaintance 
with 
mathematics nerer so intimate or pro- 
found, the great American pie can be 
made by none of its rules; let the dead 
languages be learned in the highest 
perfection and the graduate may know 
little of modern affairs; though the 
whole course of instruction 
be well 
mastered, the mysteries of domestic 
life may be unsolved mysteries still. 
Yet some female college graduates do 
become housekeepers—good ones, too 
—and no doubt their training in other 
directions has made their training for 
this occupation the more easy. It must 
be, of course, that their home life has 
given them a good preparation for 
domestic duties, so that their college 
life tells principally in self-confidence 
and in general mental receptivity. 


From an inquiry made in 1885 by the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor concerning 705 female college 
graduates it appears that after the com- 
pletion of the college course of those 
who entered upon household 
duties 
twenty-four did housework only and 
270 in connection with some other oc- 
cupation ; 130 took up teaching as their 
sole occupation, while 224 were engaged 
in teaching in conjunction with other 
occupations; thirty-seven were engaged 
in professional work only, and 112 in 
professional and other occupations. It 
was found that 249 were occupied with 
work of an intellectual nature, 107 Avith 
study, 105 with philaathro;>y, and only 
210 with social duties, all of which oc- 
cupations 
were usually carried on in 
connection with attention to other cares 
and duties. 
The small devotion 
to 
domestic duties is largely 
accounted 
for by the fact that of the 70"), only 
190, or '27.8 per cent., Avere married at 
the time of the inquiry.

Dr. Talmagre Advocates the Gos- 
pel as the Remedy i'or the 
People's Ailments. 


An Interesting Discourse from tlie Text, 
"All These Things are Against Me." 


Eev. 
T. De Witt Talmape, 
D. 
D., 
preached in the Brooklyn Tabernacle on the 
subject, "Disadvantages of Some People." 


He took his text from Genesis xlii. 3G,— 
"All these things are against me." 


Father Jacob, you are wrong! You think 
your son Josei)h is dead, but he is prime 
minister of Egypt, and has the keys of the 
great corn-crib. 
You think that circum- 
stances are all adverse, but they will turn 
out well. 
In all your life you never made 
a greater mistake than when j'oa said: "All 
these things are against me." 


A erreat multitude of people are under 
seeming disadvantages, and I will to-day, 
in,the 'swarthiest Anglo-Saxon that I can 
manage, treat their ciises; not as a nurse 
counts out eight or ten drops of a pre- 
scription and stirs them in a half-glass of 
water, but as when a man has by mistake 
taken a larj^e aiaount of strychnine, or 
paris green, or lu lladonna, aud the patient 
is walked ra]a(Ily round the room, and 
shaken up, and pounded until he gets wide 
awake. 
Many of you have taken a large 
draught of poison of discouragement, and 
I come out by the order of the divine 
Physician to ron>(;youout of that lethargy. 


1. First, niany people are under the dis- 
advantage of an unfortunate name given 
them by jian nts who thought they were do- 
ing a good 
thing. 
Sometimes 
at 
the 
baptism of cliildren, while I have held up 
one hand in ) raver, I have held up the 
other hand 
in 
amazement that parents 
should have wei.ulited the babe with such 
a dissonant and roj)ulsive nomenclature. I 
have not so niuc-h wondered that some 
children should cry out at the christening 
font as that others with such smiling face 
should take th^ title that will be the 1-ur- 
den of their lifetime. 
It is outrageous to 
afflict children with an undesirable name 
because it hapiiened to be possessed by a 
parent or a rich uncde from whom favors 
are expected, or some prominent man of 
the day who may end his life in disgrace. 
It is no excuse. Ijecause they are scripture 
names, 
to call 
a child Jehoiakim. 
or 
Tiglath-Pileser. 
At 
this very altar 
1 
baptised 
one by the name 
Eathsh« i a. 
"Why, under all llio circumambient hcavi n, 
any parent should want to give to a child 
t h e 
n a m e 
of 
that 
loose 
a u d 
i n f a m o u s 
creature of scrij^iture times I cannot imaLine. 
I have often 
frit at the baj'tismal altar, 
when names were announced to me, like 
saying, as did Kev. Dr. liichards, of Mor- 
ristown, N. J., when a child was handed 
him for sprinkling, and the name 
given: 
"Hadn't you better call it something else?" 


Impose not ujion that babe a name sug- 
gestive of flij'])aucy or meanness. 
There 
is no excuse for such assault and battery on 
the cradle when our language is 
opulent 
with names musical in sound and suggest- 
ive in meaning, such as John, 
meaning 
"the 
gracious 
gift of God;" or Henry, 
meaning "the chief of the household;" or 
Alfred, 
meaning 
"good counselor;" 
or 
Joshua, meaning "God, our salvation;" or 
Nicholas, meaning "victory of the people;" 
or Ambrose, meaning "immortal;" or An- 
drew meaning "manly;" or Esther, mean- 
ing "a star;" or Abigail, meaning "my 
fathers joy;" or Anna, meaning "grace;" 
or Victoria, meaning "victory;" or Eosalie, 
meaning "beautiful as a rose:" or Margaret, 
meaning "a pearl;" or Ida, meaning "God- 
like;" or Clara, meaning "illustrious;" or 
Amelia, meaning "busy;" or Bertha, mean- 
ing "beautiful," and hundreds of other 
names just as good that are a help rather 
than a hindrance. 


Btit sometimes the general hindrance in 
life is not in the name given, but in the 
family name. 
AVhile Legislatures are will- 
ing to lift such incubus there are families 
that keep a name which mortgages all the 
generations 
with 
a great 
disadvantaue. 
You say; 
"I wonder if he is any relation to 
so-and-so," mentioning some family cele- 
brated for crime and deception. 
It is a 
wonder to me that in all such families some 
spirited young man does not rise, sayiug to 
his brothers aud sisters: 
"If you want i< 
keep this nuisance or scandalization of . 
name, I will keep it no longer than 
until 
by quickest course of law I can slough off 
this gangrene." 
When the general assem- 
bly of the Presliyterian Church of the 
United States met in this building, in 187G, 
two estimable men of the sweetest disposi- 
tion stopped 
at the same house, and one 
had the misnomer of being Mr. Sour, and 
the other the misnomer of Mr. Pickle. 
And 
your city directory has hundreds of names 
the mere prontinciation of which has been 
a life-long obstacle. 
If you have started 
lif« under a name which, either through 
ridiculous orthography or vicious sugges- 
tion, 
has been 
an incumbrance, resolve 
that the next generation shall not be 
so 
weighted. 


It is not bemeaning to change a 
name. 
Saul of 
Tarsus became Paul the Apostle. 
Hadassah, "the myrtle," became 
Esther, 
"the star." 
We have in America, and I 
suppose it is so in all countries, names 
which ought to be abolished, and can be, 
and will be abolished for the reason that 
they are a libel and a slander. 
But if for 
any reason you are submerged either by a 
given name or by a family name that you 
must bear, God will help you to overcome 
the outrage bv a life consecrated to the 
good and useful. 
You may erase the curse 
from the name. 
You 
may 
somewliat 
change the signilicance. 
If once it 
stood 
for meanness, you can make it stand for 
generosity. 
If once it stood for pride, you 
can make it stand for humility. 
If it once 
stood for fraud, you can make it stand for 
honesty. 
If 
once it stood for wickedness, 
you can make it stand for purit;^ 
There 
have been multitudes of instances where 
men and women have magnificently con- 
quered the disasters of the name inflicted 
upon them.

equipment. 
We are bj' our Creator so 
economically built that we cannot 
attor 1 
the obliteration of any physical facull . 
We 
want our two eyes, our two ears, or.i 
two hands, our two feet, our eight lingers, 
and two thumbs. 
Yet what multitudes of 
people have but one eye or one foot. 
The 
ordinary casualties of life have been quad- 
rupled," quintupled. sextupled, aye,

the North and South a great multitude that 
no man can number are fighting the battle 
of 
life with half, or less than half, the 
needed physical 
armaments. 
I do not 
wonder at the pathos of a soldier during 
the war, who, when told that he must have 
his hand amputated, said: 
"Doctor, can't 
you save it?" and when told that it was im- 
possible, said, with tears rolling down his 
cheeks: 
"Well, then, good-by, old hand; 
I hate to part with you. 
You have done 
me a good service for many years, but it 
seems you must go. 
Good-by." 


A celebrated surgeon told me of a scene 
in the clinical department of one of 
the 
Kew York hospitals, when a poor man with 
a wounded leg was brought in before the 
students to be operated on. 
The surgeon 
•was pointing out this and that to the 
students, and handling the wounded leg, 
and was about to proceed to amputation, 
when the poor man leaped from t i e table 
and hobbled to the door, and said: 
"Gen- 
tlemen, I am sorry to disappoint you, but, 
by the help of God, I -will die with my leg 
on.** "What a terrific loss is the loss of our 
physical facnlties. 


The -way the battle of Crecy was decided 
against the French was by the "Welshmen 
killing the French horses, and that brought 
their l i ^ x s to th? fipronnd. And when yoa 
drippio 
the 
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where else. 
As Angastns, the Emperor, 
took off a day from Febmary, making it 
the shortest month in the year, and added 
it to August, the month named after him- 
nelf, so advantages taken from one part of 
your nature will be added on to another. 


But it is amazing how much of the world's 
work has been done by men of subtracted 
phyeise? e^-ganization. 
S. S. Prentiss; the 
great orator of the southwest, went limping 
all his life, but there was no foot put down 
ui>on any platform of his day that re- 
sounded so far as his club foot. Beethoven 
was so deaf 
that he could not hear the 
crash of the orchestra rendering his ora- 
torios. 
Thomas 
Carlyle, the dyspejitic 
martyr, was given the commission to drive 
cant out of the world's literature. 
Pev. 
Thomas Stockton, of Philadelphia, with 
one lung raised his audience nearer heaven 
than most ministers can raise them with 
two lungs. 
In the banks, the insurance 
companies, the commercial establishments, 
the reformatory associations, the churches, 
there are tens of thousands of men and 
women to-day doubled up of rheumatism 
or subject to neuralgias, 
or with 
only 
fragments of limbs, the rest of which they 
left at Chattanooga, or South Mountain, or 
the Wilderness, and they are worth more 
to the world, and more to the church, and 
more to God than those of us who have 
nevtT so much as had a ñngei-jointstift'fned 
l)y a felon. 
Put to full use all the faculties 
that remain, and charge on all opposing 
circumstances with the determination of 
John of Bohemia, who was totally blind, 
and yet at o battle cried out: 
"I pray aud 
set ch you to lead me so far into the tight 
at I mav strike ond £;ood blow with this 
y s 
tha 
sword of mine." 
Do not think so much of 
what faculties you have lost as of what 
faculties remain. 
You have enough left to 
make yourself felt in thn-e worlds, wnile 
you help the earth, and balk hell, aud win 
heaven. 
Arise from yotir discouragements. 
0 men and women of depleted or crip[)Iod 
physical faculties, and 
see what, by the 
sjifcial help of (;od, you can accomplish. 


The skilled horsemen stood around Buc- 
phalus unable to mount or manage him, so 
wild was the steed. 
But Alexander noticed 
that the sight of his own shadow seemed 
to disturb 
the 
horse. 
So 
Alexander 
clutched him by the bridle and turned his 
head away from the shadow and toward the 
sun, and the horse's agitation 
was gone, 
and Alexander mounting him rode otf, to 
the astonishment of all who stood by. And 
what you people need is to have your sight 
turned away from the shadows ot 
your 
earthly lot, over which you have so long 
])ondered, and your head turned toward the 
sun—the glorious sun of gosj^el 
consola- 
tit)n and Christian hope and spiritual tri- 
umph. 


And then remember that all physical dis- 
advantages will after a while vanish. 
Let 
those who have Ijeen rheumatismed out of 
a foot, or cataracted out of an eye.or by the 
perpetual roar of our cities thundered out 
of an ear, look forward to the day when 
this okl tenement house of llesh will come 
down and a better one shall be 
builded. 
The resurrection morning will provide you 
with a better outlit. 
Either the unstrung, 
worn-out, 
blunted, and 
crippled organs 
will be so reconstructed that you will not 
know them, or an entire new set of eyes, 
and ears, and feet will be given you. 
just 
what it means by corrui)tion putting 
on 
izicorruption we do not know, save that it 
will be glory ineti'able; 
no limping in 
heaven, no straining of the eyesight to see 
things a little way off; no putting of the 
hand behind the ear to double the capacity 
of the typanum; but faculties perfect, all 
the keys of the instrument attuned for the 
sweep of the lingers of ecstacy. 
But until 
that day of resumption comes let us bear 
each other's burdens, and so fultill the law 
of Christ. 


3. Another form of disadvantage under 
which many labor is lack of early 
educa- 
tion. 
There w^ll be no excuse for ignor- 
ance in the next generation. 
Free schools 
and illimitable opportunity of 
education 
will make ignorance a crime. 
I believe in 
com])ulsory education, and those parents 
who neglect to put their children undt^r ad- 
vantages have but one right left, and that 
is the penitentiary. 
But there are multi- 
tudes of men and women in middle-life 
who have had no opportunity. Free schools 
had not yet been established, and vast mul- 
titudes had little or no schooling 
at all. 
They feel it when as Christian 
men they 
come to speak or j.ray in religious assem- 
I'lii'S or imblic occasions, i)atriotic 
or 
p olitical or educational. They are silent be- 


luse they do not feel competent. They owe 
i.othing to English grammar, or geography, 
or belles-lettres. 
They would not know a 
participle from a pronoun if they met 
it 
many times a day. 
Many of the most suc- 
cessful merchants of America and men in 
high political places cannot write an accu- 
rate letter on any theme. 
They are com- 
pletely dependent ui)on clerks, and depu- 
ties, and stenographers to make 
things 
right. 
I knew a literary man who in other 
years in Washington made his fortune by 
writing speeches for Congressmen,or fixing 
them uji for the Conf/ressional liecord 
after they were delivered. 
The millionaire 
illiteracy of this country is beyond measure- 
ment. 


Xot a word have I to say against accuracy 
of speech, or tine elocution, or high mental 
culture. 
Get all these you can. 
But I do 
say to those who were brought up in the 
day of poor school-houses 
and 
ignorant 
schoolmasters, 
and no op})ortuuity, you 
may have so much of good in your sou], 
and so much of heaven in your everyday 
life that you will be nughtier for good than 
any who went through the curriculum of 
Harvard, or Yale, or Oxford, yet never 
graduated in the school of Christ. 
When 
you get up to the gate of heaven no one 
will ask you whether you can parse the first 
chapter of Genesis, but whether you have 
learned the fear of the Lord, which is the 
beginning of 
wisdom, nor whether you 
know how to square the circle, but whether 
you have lived a square life in a round 
world. 
Mount Zion is higher than Mount 
Parnassus. 


4. 
But what other multitudes there are 
under other disadvantages! 
Here is a 
Christian woman whose husband thinks 
religion a sham, aud while the wife prays 
the children one way the husband swearii 
them another. 
Or liere is a Christian man 
who is trying to do his best for God and 
tjje church, and his wife holds him back 


•••! says on the way home from jirayer- 
• •¡ing, where he 
gave testimony 
for 
:[!i-;t: 
"What a fool you made of your- 
self! 
I hope hereafter you will keep still." 
Aud when he would be benevolent and 
give $50, she criticises him for not giving 
50 cents. 
I must do justice, and publicly 
thank God that I never proposed at home 
to give anythiug for any cause of humanity 
or religion but the other partner in the 
domestic firm approved it. 
And when it 
seemed beyond my ability and faith in God 
was necessary, she had three-fourths of 
the faith. 
But I know men who, when 
they contribute to charitable objects, are 
afraid that the wife shall find it out. 
What 
a withering curse such a woman must be 
to a good man! 


Then there are others under the great 
disadvantage of poverty. 
Who ought to 
get things cheapest? 
"Yoxi say those who 
have but little means. 
But thej* pay more. 
You buy coal by the ton, they buy it by the 
bucket.' You buy flour by the barrel, they 
buy it by the pound. 
You get apparel 
cheap because you pay cash. 
They pay 
dear because they have to get trusted. And 
the Bible was right when it said: "The de- 
struction of the poor is their poverty." 


Then there are those who made a mis- 
take in early life, and that overshadows all 
their days. 
"Do you not know that that 
man was once in prison?" is whispered. 
Or, "Do you know that that man once at- 
tempted suicide?" Or, "Do yon know that 
thai man once absconded?" Or, "Do you 
know that that man was once discharged 
for dishonesty?" Perhaps there was only 
one tinrong deed in tlie man's life, and that 
one act haunts the subsequent half-century 
/Of liiiex&itoiieri 
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personal appedrance, for which they are 
not responsible. 
They forget that God 
fashioned their features, and their com- 
plexion, and their stature, the size of their 
nose, and mouth, and hands, and feet, and 
gave them the gait and general appearance; 
and they forget that much of the world's 
best work, and the church's best work, has 
been dono by homely people, and that 
Paul, the apostle, is said to h ave been 
humpbacked, and his eyesight weakened 
by ophthalmia, while many of the finest in 
appearance have passed their time before 
flattering 
looking-glasses, or in studying 
killing attitudes, and in displaying 
the 
richness of wardrobes—not one ribbon, or 
vest, or sack, or glove, or button, or shoe- 
string of which they have had brains 
enough to earn for themselves. 


Others had wrong proclivities from the 
start. 
They were born wrong, and that 
sticks to one even after he is born again. 
They have a natural crankiness that is 275 
years old. 
It came over with their great- 
grandfathers from Scotland or Wales or 
France. 
It was born on the banks of the 
Thames or the Clyde or the Tiber or the 
lihine, and has survived all the x^lagues 
and epidemics of many generations, and i» 
living to-day on the banks of the Hudson 
or the Androscog.uin or the Savannah or 
the La Plata. 
And when a man tries to 
stop thi< evil ancestral proclivity he is like 
a man on a reck in the rapids of Niagara, 
holding on with a grip' from which the 
swift currents are trying to sweei) him into 
the abyss beyond. 


Oh, this 
world 
is 
an 
overburdened 
world, nn overworked world! 
It is 
an 
awfully tired world, 
it is a dreadfully un- 
fortunate world. 
Scientists are trying to 
find out the cause of these earthquakes in 
all 
lands 
cisatlantic and 
transatlantic. 
Some say this and some say that. 
I have 
t a k e n f h e diagnosis of 
w h a t 
is the m a t l e r 
with the earth. 
It has so many burdens on 
it and so many fires witliin it it has a fit. 
It ciinnot stand such a circuniference and 
such a diameter. 
Some new Cotojtaxi or 
Stroniboli or Vesuvius will open, and then 
all will be ;it peace for the natural 
worM. 
P>ut what about the moral 
woes of 
the 
world, that have rocked all nations, and for 
six thousand years science proposes noth- 
ing but knowiedge. and many peoi)lc tliat 
know the most are the most uncomforted? 


In the wayofpracticalrelief for ail disad- 
vantages 
and 
all 
woes, the o:ily voice 
that is worth listening to on this subject is 
the voice of Christianity, 
wliich is 
the 
voice cf Ahuighty (io<l. 
'Whether I have 
mentioned 
the 
particular 
disadvantage 
under wJiich vott labor or not, I distinctly 
declare, in the name of my Ciod.that there 
is a way out and a way up for all of you. 
You cannot be any worse off" than 
that 
Christian young woman who was in Pem- 
berton niilis when they fell, soiiie years 
ago. and from under the fallen timbers she 
was heard singing "I am going home to die 
no more." 


Take good courage from that Bible, all 
of whose promises are for those in bad i>re- 
dicament. 
'Fhere ar^ better days for you, 
either on earth or in heaven. 
I ])ut my 
head under your chin and lift your face 
into the light of the coming dawn. 
Have 
God on your side, and then you have for 
reserve troops all the armies of heaven, the 
smallest comjianv of which is 20,00(1 char- 
iots, and the smallest battalion U-1,000, the 
lightnings of heaven their drawn sword. 


An ancient w arrior saw an overpowering 
host come down U}ion his small comj)any 
of armed men, aud, mounting his horse, 
with a handful of sand, he threw it in the 
air, crying: 
"Let their faces be covered 
with confusion!" And both armies heard his 
voice, and history says it seemed as though 
the 
dust thrown in the air had become so 
many angels of supernatural deliverance, 
and the weak overcame the mighty, anil the 
immense host fell back, 
and the 
small 
ntimber marched on. 
Have faith in Ciod, 
and though all the allied forces of discour- 
agement seem to come against you in battle 
array and their laugh of defiance and con- 
tempt resounds through all the valleys and 
mountains, 
you might, by faith in (iod, 
and importunate ju-ayer, pick up a handful 
of the very dust of your humiliation and 
threw it into the air, and it shall 
become 
angels of 
victory over all the armies of 
earth and hell. 
The voices of your 
ad- 
versaries, human and Satanic, shall be cov- 
ered with confusion, while you shall be not 
only conqueror, but more than cou(jueror, 
through that grace which has so often made 
the fallen helmet of an overthrown 
an- 
tagonist the footstool of a Christian vic- 
tory. 


Singing Sands. 


Everybody has heard of the 
singing 
beacli at Manchester, 
Mass., the saiul 
of which, for the aistance 
of about a 
fifth of a mile, gives out a sound when 
walked upon or even wlien stirred by a 
stick, but it is not so generally 
known 
that in 1884 inqtiiry among the 
super- 
intendents of 
the 
life-saving 
service 
showed that samples 
of 
the 
singing 
sand could be found in tAventy-six dif- 
ferent places on our coast. 
It is said 
that later investigations lias 
increased 
the number to seventy-four in 
Amer- 
ica and thirteen abroad. 
At Manches- 
t<^r an 
exjieriment 
showed 
that 
the 
sound evoked from the sand by drivi)ig 
a stick into it could be heard at a dis- 
tance of 140 feet over tlie roar of tlie 
surf. 
Professors Bolton, 
of 
Trinity 
College, and Julien, of Columbia, have 
been making a study of the 
subject, 
and their conclusions are thus given: 
"The singing sand may occur in com- 
T)aratively small patches in the midst of 
ordinary sand; it always occurs between 
the limits of high and 
low 
tide; 
the 
same sand does not produce sounds at 
all seasons, nor does 
it 
always 
give 
forth like sounds; v/hen wet it does not 
emit 
sounds. 
Samples, 
when 
trans- 
ported in bags, lost their sonorousness, 
but retained it when sent in 
bottles." 
The leading theory is that the sound is 
produced b}' friction between the angu- 
lar particles, and the conditions are be- 
lieved by Prof. 
Julien to 
be 
perfect 
dryness, uniformity of grain, varying 
from one-iiftli to one-tenth of an inch 
in diameter and freedom from dust.

of Charities at St. Paul. Minn., and that tiiose 
left in charge wuiihl show tlicm 
¡ir.innd 
the 
institution. 
Tlicy evidently smight tlint time 
and 0})i)0rtunity when the Koard and Superin- 
tendent were not ni the Stute. 


They spent seven days go'nu' through the in- 
stitution. having a sten'(igra]'lii-r takui;.; i-npics 
of all the reci .rils ¡ind pajtri's, hr.t rcl iir iiig at 
all times to go IxOiiud ilic pi (>s"nt 
Adminis- 
tration. 
Tlx-ir i>urpo.si- was to investigate tliis, 
and no otlier maiiagc nicnt arul 
i'nr 
no otlii r 
reason than herausc it was Ifrmocratic. 
'J'licy 
went i)ack to the liospual si vcral times, 
and 
li:i:illy demanded our eorresjw.mlence in an im- 
perative manner. 
Such Í!;si¡lts cduhl be liorne 
no longer, and tliey Were refused, 
'i l. y took

It starts out 
by attacking the manner of 
making appointments, knowing at the same 
time that such system was the practice of the 
lieptiblicans in control of the hospital for more 
than twenty ye ars.

and

State who can jierform the duties n ijuired, and 
BO long as they can be found we want no other. 
Up(m that proposition we havi- no comjiromise 
measures. 
A \ e a r e resjionsiblo to the jieople 
for the internal managenu-nt. and we want our 
friends, and not our enemies, on guard. 
As 
long as this management continues it will be 
strictly ]iartisan. 


They charge corruption in the maimer of 
purcliases, but fail to prove a single case. They 
say John' E. 
Sullivan 
received 
.S:Jf,,UUO for 
butler, but they do not sav that he was not the 
lowest and iiest liidder. 
Why does 
not 
this 
cimimittee, if they want to act fairly, say tliat 
A. B. Meyer, a Kejmblicaii, 
has 
ivceived of 
this Board |;4O,00U for eoal: tliat Davis, another 
Itepiildican. has received S.'i'.'.CCU for meat, ami 
SchnuU A- Kraij/. also liepublicans, Slo.OUO for 
proceriesy 
D. 1'. Erwin, H. H. Lee, Coburn A 
Co., all have received their many thousands ttf 
dollars from this management. ' If tins reptu't 
is not for political pur])oses only, why single 
out the Democratic 
candidate 
for Clerk, and 
make liim the .special siiljject of their attacks? 
It is a fact, and that committee knows it (for 
they have a copy of all 
the papers), that the 
largest dealers "with the hospital have been 
Republicans.

A former Board made 
a written 
contract 
with Mr. Htillivan for a month's 
supply of 
butter. 
The butter was received by the stew- 
ard, Mr. Stansberry, and 
issued to" the wards, 
and the evidence is that not a word of 
com- 
plaint oinne to the steward or 
superintendent. 
The hospital received it according to the con- 
tract, used it without 
a m u r m u r , aud 
the 
Board refused to pay on account of other rea- 
sons. 
The only record left by 
them for not 
doing so is "that we believe it to have been 
oleomargarine," 
If 
it was 
"oleomargarine" 
the hospital should 
not 
have 
received it be- 
cause it was not the contract, but having done 
so and the State receiving the benefits, she had 
no right to refuse to pay. 
I gladly submit our 
•action 
to a candid 
jmblic, believing that the 
great majority of men are juist. 
They 
say 
that Mr. Gouldiug, a son-in-law of Mr. (iapen, 
is iu the employ of D. P. Erwin, and therefore 
it is evidence of corruption 
that 
the 
Board 
permits Mr. Erwin to have an even chance in 
the matter of 
supplies. 
Do they mean to say 
that Mr. Erwin is guilty of bribery because h'e 
employs 
Mr. Gouiding, or that the Board is 
corrupt becau.se Mr. Erwin receives contracts 
when ne is tlie lowest bidder? 


If 
the committee is curious to knoM" why 
Arthur 
Jordan 
does not 
receive more con- 
tracts for butter, they might be enlightened l>y 
our chemist—Dr. Ilurty. 
He is able to give 
Bome records as to the qualit\- of butter which 
Jordan furnishes. 
He is on North I'ennsyl- 
vania street. 


There are but five employes in the service 
of the. hospital 
recommended by me 
from 
Boone County. 
But there have been apiiointed 
by Su})erinteudent Fletcher, without 
any rec- 
ommendations by this Board, from the county 
of Marion, l!St». So it is clear that they wilfully 
lie in their stateim.'nts, and 
it is a fact that 
nearly all the changes made are subordinate 
positions, whose pay ranges from 
to S"-0 


per month, and the "result of resignation, hav- 
m g become tired of the long conhnement. 


The average term of service of 
employes to 
Sept-ember 1, ISSti, wa.s two years, one nionth. 
and eight days. 
So their statement that three- 
fourths of 
the cm{doyes have 
been changed 
during this administration is another lie. 


As to the daily reports of the food given to 
the patients, that committee well understands 
that not a hotel or boarding-house 
in all 
the 
laud bvit complaints 
are daily made, and if 
they w re all compiled it would make a Ijad 
showing, and so it was with 
this. 
Why (iid 
they not give some of the good reports of the 
sanie dates? 


It is true that some of the hogs ihed of 
cholera, but it is maliciously false to say that 
one ounce of diseased meats were ever used on 
the tables, and tht; Superintendent will testify, 
under oath, that such a charge is wliolly un- 
true. 


The condition of the institution and high 
state of repairs to be found is undeniable 
proof that our mechanics and oñicers are com- 
petent. 
The most casual observer will see that 
such a charge has no foundation in fact. We 
invite close inspection. The hospital was never 
in so good repairs, which could not be true if 
the mechanics "VN-ero incompetent, as this com- 
mittee reports.

To Preserve Paste and Glua. 


It is ionnd that the unwholesome and 
offensive 
eittuvia 
from 
decomposing 
paste and glue can be overcome by a 
very simple method. 
If, when making 
the paste and glue, a small quantity of 
carbolic acid is added to it, it will con- 
tinue in a sweet condition to the end. 
A few drops added to mticilage or ink 
prevents mould. 
Again, in whitewash- 
ing the cellar, dairy, etc., if an ounce 
of carbolic acid is added to each gallon 
of wa.sh it will prevent mould, and also 
the disagreeable taints often perceived 
in meats and milk from damp ai>art- 
ments. 
Another 
peculiar 
advantage 
claimed for the use of carbolic acid in 
paste for wall-paj^er and in whitewash 
is that it will drive aw ay insect pests. 
The cheapest and best form of carbolic 
acid is th.3 crystals, which dissolve in 
water or liquefy at an excess of tem- 
perature.—Boiiton Budget,

nomination ot Captain Gas Lemoke for 
ctate treasurer, ou tho republican ticket. 
When tho resolution endorsing him wan 
passed at tho county convention there 
wero Buppreasod inutleringu of dinpleoH- 
uro among tho workingmeu Ihutbodono 
good to tho captain on election day. The 
reporter was unable Ui learn tho cauno of 
thin diBHBtiafaction at that timo, his fime 
and attention being wholly occupied 
with the duty before him of reporting 
the business of tho convention in all its 
details for the readers of tho Sunday 
Courier.

Jr. Law indignantly declared that tho 
inswor he had given the comtaitteo 
hould utuud as the order of tho board, 
uuleBB formally overruled by au ndvt'tsB 
vote. Ho told Captain Lemcke that tho 
ecord should bo made in blank and 
white if the order was rescinded. This
